Sir: 


If we fill orders for 5 cent nickel from New York — and we have several from there — we 
shall simply let the Government in for two freight charges on the same coin. New York has just 
sent us $10,000 in nickel, presumably a surplus of coin on hand. Is it probable that the Treasurer 
US. intends you to ship this coin back to New York by return train? 


Would it not be well for the Treasurer to refer all New York and Balto. orders to the Asst. 
Treasurer at those points?
